The newspaper, organ of the 
Soviet Youth Organization, said 
in July, 1882, a monoplane pow- 
ered by three steam engines and 
designed by one A. F, Mozhaisky, 
was flown by a pilot named Go- 
lubev. Representatives of the Rus- 
sian War Ministry and friends of 
the inventor watched as the plane 
t-ok off and flew in the first pow- 
er flight of a heavier-than-air ma- 
chine ever recorded, the announce- 
ment said. 

Orville and Wilbur Wright, 
Ohio-born brothers, are credited 
by most historians and authorities 
with having made the first flights 
of a power-driven heavier-than-air 
machine at Kitty Hawk, N. C., on 
D ..

At total of 1792 persons were re- 
ported missing in Atlanta during 
1948 but 1785—or 99 percent— 
were located in time, Sgt. Ralph 
Hulsey of the Police Missing Per- 
sons Bureau reported. 

In addition to this, Hulsey: 
handled 151 requests from other. 
police departments for aid in lo- 
cating missing persans and re- 
ceived 403 reports from persons 
outside the city. 

Five missing persons were found 
dead, Hulsey said. Two of them 
were slain. 

Chief causes for the ‘‘missing”’ 
were listed as runaways, drunken- 
ness, domestic trouble, wander- 
lust, finance, gambling, the urge 
for short lived freedom, and en- 
tanglements with the law. 

Sgt. Hulsey’s records show more 
white men are missing than white 
women. The age bracket from 11 
to 16 is greater™than any other: 
those from 21-30 runs ae close 
second. 

In the strictly women division 
the top age bracket is 11 to 16 
with 17-20 in second place. 

More white persons are report- 
ed missing than Negroes, Hulsey 
related. He said the department 
receives not more than 15 to 20 
reports monthly on missing Ne- 
groes and these are cleared up 
quickly.

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The Legislature's Task 


If there is any single characteristic 
which predominates in the General Assem- 
bly convening today it is the trait of 
independence. 


For the first time in a number of years 
Georgians thus are apt to see a Legisla- 
ture in action which has a mind of its 
own and which will be a rubber stamp 
for nobody. Too often in the recent past 
General Assemblies have been entirely 
subservient to the will of the Governor. 


Gov. Talmadge, of course, has a legis- 
lative program which he will outline to 
the people’s representatives on Tuesday. 
But the Chief Executive has shown an 
admirable reluctance toward attempting 
to force his will upon the Assembly. In- 
deed, he has stated time and again that 
the people’s representatives should main- 
tain their independence. ’And that is the 
way it ought to be in our system of gov- 
ernment by checks and balances. 


At the same time, we do not believe 
the Governor will, nor should, fail to ex- 
ercise the necessary leadership to bring 
forth a sound, constructive legislative pro- 
gram designed to meet the current needs 
of the State. 


The General Assembly must make de- 
cisions which will affect every citizen of 
Georgia. Moreover, it will attempt to 
crowd into about 35 legislative days: an 
appalling number of major changes of 
State operations. 


Looming larger than any other, of 
course, is the proposed Minimum Founda- 
tion Program to bring the State’s public 
schools on par with those of other States. 


Everybody is for the schools but there 
will be disagreements as to the methods 
of raising the $30,000,000 additional annual 
revenue needed. 


Voter qualifications will be called for, 
and should be enacted. As we pointed 
out yesterday, the decision of a three- 
judge Federal Court at Mobile last week 
will serve as_a valuable guide to this 
legislation. 

A Constitutional Highway Board, 
which nearly all Georgians agree is a 
must if we are ever to have a real system 
of good roads, will be a subject of de- 
bate—and headache. The question appears 
to simmer down as to whether the Board, 
with representatives from each Congres- 
sional District, should be appointed by 
the Governor with approval of the Sen- 
ate, or named by the Lower House, or 
combination of these two methods. 


Legislators also will be called upon to 
enact a pre-marital examination law, au- 
thorize a referendum ‘for a State Ports 
bond issue, provide a retirement plan for 
merit system employees, act on a state- 
wide forestry protection measure, enact a 
real home rule bill, eliminate “snake pit” 
conditions at Milledgeville Hospital and 
provide additional funds for Battey 
Hospital. . 

These and many other problems are 
faced by the legislators in addition to the 
hundreds of local bills sure to be intro- 
duced. And this latter should serve as a 
reminder that if cities and counties had 
home rule, three-fourths of every session 
would not be taken up with local 
measures. 


What the Ports Program Includes 


Perhaps we have been guilty, along 
with others, in emphasizing development 
of the Port of Savannah without sufficient 
mention of the possibilities offered at 
_ Brunswick. _ 

But the $20,000,000 bond issue which 
will be proposed at the forthcoming ses- 
sion of the General Assembly makes 
ample provision for the Brunswick port, 
along with the anticipated creation of fa- 
cilities at the inland points of Bainbridge, 
Augusta and Columbus. These latter de- 
velopments will be possible upon comple- 
tion of federal waterway projects. Bain- 
bridge, of course, is expected to be first 
upon the list with Augusta and Columbus 
following. 


Savannah has come in for the major 
share of attention of late simply because 
it was the logical starting point. More- 
over, the Quartermaster Depot, which was 
purchased recently, offered a bargain 
which the State Ports Authority could 
not afford to pass up. Had it not been 
purchased the State would be forced to 
spend millions to duplicate the facilities 
which it got for little more than $800,000. 


A breakdown of what the Ports Au- 
thority proposes to do with the $20,000,000 
bond issue reveals that $10,200,000 will be 


spent in further development at Savan- 
nah, including six general cargo berths 
and a 41,000-square foot cold storage 
plant. | 

At Brunswick the Ports Authority 
plans to spend about $6,500,000. This port 
will have two general cargo berths, one 
bulk cargo berth and one modern bulk 
handling plant and a bulk warehouse. 


Thus, as envisioned by the Authority, 
there will be little if any competition be- 
tween the two ports. Brunswick will be 
equipped to handle specialized bulk car- 
goes essentially, while Savannah facilities 
will be devoted to general cargo handling. 


Inland port development will require 
about $1,250,000 and the remainder of the 
bond issue proceeds will be reserved for 
expansion at whatever ports show the 
greatest need. 

These plans show clearly that one 
Georgia port will not be developed at the 
expense of the other. And though devel- 
opment of either would serve to quicken 
the business pulse throughout the State, 
the proposal is made even more attractive 
by the inclusion of both seaports as well 
as provision for facilities at future inland 
ports. There is scarcely a community in 
Georgia which will not feel the effects 
of the program. 


GLADSTONE WILLIAMS 
Mr. Truman's New Air of Contidence 


WASHINGTON—President Truman was a new man as he appeared before Congress the other 
day to deliver his annual State of the Union message. He was a man who has grown both in stature 
and prestige since his last appearance before a joint session of the kind. . For one thing, the Presi- 


dent had about him an air of _reater confidence. 


It was a confidence born of his recent sensational 


upset victory at the polls, a victory that*gave him a mandate from the American people to carry on 


for four more years in the White House. 


Mr. Truman was more at ease with his sur- 
roundings. He seemed to feel more at home 
with the new Eighty-First Congress, which is 
predominantly under Democratic control. Gone 
was most of the tension which tiarked his earlier 
appearances before joint sessions. There was 
just a slight suggestion of cockiness in his atti- 
tude. He spoke with greater authority and he 
Was received with far more respect and esteem. 


It was not so much that any change has 
come over Mr. Truman personally. Aside 
from that added touch of cockiness, entirely 
excusable under the circumstances, he is 
about the same down-to-earth person he al- 
ways was. 


Nor was there anything particularly new in 
the recommendations he made to Congress. For 
the most part the program he presented was 
merely a composite resume of the pledges he 
made during the campaign. All of it had been 
anticipated. 

But it was easy to see that the President was 
appearing in a different role than he has in the 
past. The contrast is best shown by recalling 
the circumstances of his last personally deliv- 
ered message to Congress. That was at the time 
of the special session called last Summer after 
the two major parties had met in national con- 
vention. On that occasion someone in the press 
gallery remarked that it was necessary to “chip 
a hole in the ice” to get Mr. Truman out of 
the chambers. He was regarded then, of course, 
as a political dead duck. Hardly any one pres- 
ent gave him a chance to /be re-elected. The 
. members sat on their hands. 

In his speech before the joint session the 
other day Mr. Truman was interrupted seven 


times by applause before he turned the first page 
of his manuscript. That was more applause than 
he received throughout the entire speech of his 
special session message last Summer. Altogether 
he was applauded some 30-odd times in his latest 
message. 


Nearly everyone agreed that the Presi- 
dent kad acquired a new air of confidence, 
was more forceful in his delivery. But the 
biggest change noted was in the attitude of 
Senators and Congressmen who were sitting 
there listening to him, including even the 
old-timers. They had always liked him per- 
sonally, even when his political fortunes 
were at their lowest ebb. But this time 
there was something new in their attitude. 
They showed that respect which is due a man 
who, almost single-handedly, has gone out 
and performed a political miracle. 


Mr. Truman was appearing before Congress 
for the first time in his role of a man who has 
gone out and won an election. He was on his 
own, as it were. He was not there as the legatee 
of his predecessor, but in his on right. And the 
thing that caused him to command a greater 
respect from members of his own party was that, 
in gaining re-election himself, he had also pulled 
through sizable majorities for the Democrats in 
both houses of Congress, upsetting the control 
which Republicans had been able to gather in 
the congressional elections of two years ago. 


It was natural under the circumstances for 
the President to show a new warmth and to be 
received with warmer enthusiasm. He had that 
confidence of a man who has just won a man- 
date from the people and is determined to use it 
in the best interest of the nation. |

Changes 
In the South 


Ralph McGill is on vacation. During his 
absence, this space will be used for a series of 
interesting articles on Georgia, especially pre- 

pared by Gus Bernd, Historical Research Assistant in the Office 
of the Secretary of State. 


The display of “The General,” historic locomotive of War Be- 
tween the: States fame, at the Chicago Railroad Fair some time 
ago, recalls one of the most dramatic and enduring stories of 
Georgia’s past. “The General,” which is usually to be seen in 
Union Station at Chattanooga, is owned by the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga & St. Louis Railroad. 

The story of “The General” is as follows: 

In April, 1862, a group of disguised Union soldiers under the 
leadership of James J. Andrews, a Union spy, proceeded. south- 
ward for the purpose of destroying the vital railroad from At- 
lanta to Chattanooga and thus removing. at least for a time, one 
of the most vital lifelines of the Confederacy. 

It is thought by many that if the raid had been successful, 
Chattanooga would have been captured in 1862 and the Confed- 
eracy brought to an end much sooner. The great raid was pulled 
on the morning of April 12, 1862, at Big Shanty Station (now 
Kennesaw) not far from Marietta. The guarded train had been 
boarded in Marietta the night before: and when it stopped at Big 
Shanty for breakfast, the Yankee raiders seized the opportunity 
and stole “The General” right out from under an array of armed 


guards without a shot being fired. 

: : With the destructive trip to Chattanooga thus 
Quick Action commenced, only quick and effective thinking 
and instant and courageous action by a handful of .men saved 
the day for the Confederacy. As soon as the cry that “The Gen- 
eral” had been stolen spread through the crowd at Big Shanty, 
the locomotive’s conductor, William A. Fuller. and two others, Cain 
and Murphy, began pursuit up the tracks on foot and found a hand- 
car after running a couple of miles. At the Etowah River they 
secured the engine Yonah off of a side track and thus made the 
pursuit effectively. Thev were soon blocked bv freight cars and 
changed to another engine. the William R. Smith. 

North of Kingston thev were forced bv broken track in the 
wake of the raiders—to again proceed on foot until near Adairs- 
ville they got hold of the Texas, an engine really equal to the occa- 
sion. Meanwhile, the Yankee raiders had met difficulties and 
delays of their own which enabled Fuller and company to shorten 
the distance between the parties. At Chickarnauga Creek, just a 
few miles south of Chattanooga, “The General,” her fuel and water 
about gone, at the direction of Andrews, left her last car burning 
in a covered bridge as a final resort. Moving ahead courageously, 
Fuller and his engine rammed through successfully and carried 
the burning car ahead to a siding. 

With their pursuers thus in sight, Andrews and his men leaped 
from “The General” into the woods, supposedly leaving her in a 
backward motion to ram the Texas. The Confederate pursuers 
muffled the blow and victory was won, for the little damage in- 
flicted on the railroad line could be repaired quickly. The raiders 
had lacked the time needed to commit the destruction they had 


contemplated. 


Ca ture News of the episode had finally gotten through dam- 
Pp aged communications; and the raiders were all ulti- 
mately tracked down and captured. Andrews and seven others 
were executed as spies during June, 1862. Several escaped prison 
later in the year, and the remainder were exchanged the tollowing 
year. Feeling over the whole affair ran high in the South, and 
the trials prior to the executions had been swift. Many of the 
Andrews raiders lived long after the war; and one of them, William 
Pittenger, who was exchanged in ’63, left posterity an excellent 
account in a book entitled “The Great Locomotive Chase,” which is 
a good source for those who wish to study the details of the raid. 

The recaptured “General,” a veteran of which Georgians are 


justly proud, has been on display at numerous exhibitions, includ- | 


ing the New York World’s Fair. Its story is certainly one of the 


highlights of the War Between the States, and the locomotive itself | 


is perhaps as famous as any in American history. 

The pressure of patriotic public opinion also led to the preser- 
vation of “The Texas,” the successful pursuer of “The General.” 
The Texas was formally presented some years ago to the City, of 
Atlanta and is now on exhibit in the basement of the Cyclorama 


Building at Grant Park.

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A Few Asides on Ring Lardner 


In March, 1919, Ring Lardner and I were standing in the bar 
of the old Waldorf, he having recently returned from France as a 
correspondent and I as a soldier. Mr. Lardner was not entirely 
unfamiliar with the merchandise dispensed, recognized the merits 
of the acoustics and had met personally at least two bartenders. 

“My contract with the Chicago Tribune expires in July,” he 
said, “and then I would like to come to New York and write a 
weekly column for your syndicate.” 

“We would certainly be glad to have you,” I responded. Then 
the conversation returned to such subjects as Hurry-Up Yost as a 
military and football authority, who won the war, could Dempsey 
heat Willard and other kindred matters. Four or five members of 
the cast of characters joined in, including the bartender. 


C t t Mr. Lardner returned to Chicago. About six weeks 
ontrac later I heard the McClure Syndicate, a competitor, 
was trying to make a deal with him so I rushed off a telegram. We 
were not so extravagant about the long-distance telephone in those 
days. The message said: ; 

“Hear competitor making you an offer. Will leave for Chicago 
at once to discuss details and sign contract to your satisfaction.” 

To which I got this typical reply: 

“If you knew anything about contracts, you would realize we 
made one in the Waldorf bar in the presence of five witnesses, 
three of whom were sober.” 

We had no other contract for more than twenty years while he 
wrote for us. This simple system would not be popular with the 
legal profession. 

It would easily be possible to produce an entertaining book 
filled with Lardner anecdotes, and I may do it some day like the 
man who is always going to write a play. Here are some in cap-

out the trace of a smile. Great. Neck, Long Island, was where the 
Lardner family was currently living. 

“Well, that’s a better reason than most of them have who come 
over here to see me for jobs,” agreed the President. 

Ring was not a particularly good golfer, but, being six feet two, 
he could hit a low ball with a wicked hook. Harding, very much 
interested in his own game had a habit of going on ahead as soon 
as he made a shot, a bad habit when playing with Lardner. He 
got his low hook which just. missed the Presidential noggin and 
knocked some leaves, branches and twigs off a tree over Harding’s 
head. Surprised, he looked around, evidently expecting an apology. 
Ring remarked: 

‘Well, I did the best I could to make Coolidge President of the 
United States.” (Mr. Coolidge was then Vice President.—Editor’s 


note.) 

Dislikes Mr. Lardner despised so-called humorous dirty stories 
and bores in the order named. He had a defense 

against the first which sometimes worked. When someone, usually 

a stranger would say, ‘“‘Have you heard the funny story about Pat 

and Mike?” he would always answer, “Yes.” Any other opening 

suggesting a humorous anecdote would draw the same reply. 

Many years ago he went to the Mardi Gras in New Orleans with 
Grantland Rice and his wife, and a bore attached himself to the 
party, being a tufthunter. He thought he was a Southern gentle- 
man of the first water, so he told Lardner in great detail about his 
forebears and their slaves until he paused to catch a breath. Ring 
turned his expressionless pan toward him and drawled in a mock 
Southern accent. 

“Mister, if you-all are interested in my ancestors, I was born 
in Niles, Mich., of colored parents on both sides.” 

The man looked at his swarthy complexion and high cheek 
bones, half believed what he said, and departed for good, making 
fine speed as he left at a trot. ) 

Lardner made a casual remark once he long regretted, because 
it came back to plague him often and shows that humorists can be 
serious when someone steps on their toes instead of touching the 
funnybone. He was talking about Irving Cobb, another great wit 
and writer, and Ring said: 

“Cobb likes to spend an evening at home with his books of which 
he has one complete set.” 

Some Cobb spies heard it and reported the crack to Irvin which 
caused a chill between them that never even got tepid again. 

Dead these many years—I hope in Valhalla—Ring is getting the 
best of everything instead of that bootleg stuff he used to have to 
drink during prohibition days.

WASHINGTON—As far as eivil rights legislation is concerned, the Democratic 
leadership in Congress has adopted the policy that discretion is the better part 


of valor.

added: “I stand squarely behind those proposals.” Delay is dictated by _ practical 


strategica] reasons relating to the rest of the President’s comprehensive legislative program and the 
matter of timing to get the best over-all results; that is, to get as much of the program on the stat- 


ute books as early as possible. 


The key to the civil rights program is the 
filibuster weapon that Southern Democrats 
hold in the Senate. The first thing neces- 
sary then is to disarm the Southerners. Nu- 
merous proposals to limit debate to elimi- 
nate endless filibustering were submitted 
in the early days of this session. 


But, as Southerners demonstrated in the last 


Congress, it is possible under present Senate 
rules to filibuster even a motion to take up a 
The Senate Demo- 


proposal to limit debate. 
cratic leadership has decided that it does not 
want its victory session to begin with a pro- 
tracted filibuster on the civil rights issue which 
would not only accentuate the schisms in party 
ranks and stir up present latent bitterness, but 
also would hold back other parts of the Presi- 
dent’s program. 

So an attack on the filibuster will be de- 
layed, and consequently the civil rights ptogram 
which is dammed up behind it. 

Under legislative strategy now devised, it is 
the administration’s objective to get as much of 
its social welfare programs as possible on the 
statute boks as soon as possible. The chief 
obstacle to this phase of the program was the 
veto power of the House Rules Committee and 
the balance of power held by Southern Con- 
servatives on legislative committees. Both have 
been corrected. 


This wil] open the way for early action on 
such measures as the long-range housing bill 
and the federal aid to the education bill, both 
of which passed the Senate in the last Congress 
only to be bottled up in the House, and both of 
which have been reintroduced in the Senate in 
the new Congress and slated for early consid- 
eration. The way for repeal of the Taft-Hartley 
Act and for increase of minimum wages and 


expansion of social] security also should be eased 
by procedural reforms in the House and increase 
of administration members on House and Sen- 
ate committees. The President’s proposed health 
insurance bill, an important part of his social 
welfare program, 
delay, 
will make an impressive record and redeem 
pledges to labor which was such an important 
factor in the election. Measures for the benefit 
of farmers, who turned the tide in key Mid- 
western States, also will be pushed ahead. 
There is another avenue to a partial civil 
filibuster. That is a compromise proposed by 
rights program other than elimination of the 
some Southern Senators to permit passage of 
anti-poll tax and anti-lynching bills if the Fair 
Employment Practices Commission bill, FEPC, 


is dropped. 


But President Truman has no intention 
of compromise, and his viewpoint is re- 
flected by Senate leaders. It was perhaps 
best put by Sen. J. Howard McGrath, of 
Rhode Island, Chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee, who directed the suc- 
cessful election campaign. When asked 
about a compromise recently, he replied sim- 
ply that he saw no basis for compromise, 
since you can’t compromise the Constitution 
of the United States. 


President Truman has no obligation whatever 
to the Southerners whose position on civil rights 
Was repudiated not only by the party’s national 
convention, but also in the election itself. He 
and his leaders are aware of obligations in 
other directions, sealed by pledges in the plat- 
form and in the campaign, and realize that no 
excuses will be accepted if nothing has been 
accomplished two years from now when there 
will be a congressional election.

LARGE COTTON ACREAGE EXPECTED

(Editor’s Note: This is_ the 
Sixth District Federal Reserve 
Bank’s forecast for agriculture 
in 1949.) 

The downturn in prices of an 
increasing number of agricul- 
tural commodities has stimu- 
lated the interest of bankers 
and farmers in the agricultural 
outlook for 1949. Price prospects 
for various farm commodities 
may influence the farmer in 
planning next year’s crops and 
may also influence the banker 
in making production loans to 
*finance them. : 

The outlook for the nation’s 
agriculture is for a _ sustained 
volume of production at moder- 
ately lower prices but at high- 
er production costs. Net farm in- 
come, therefore, is expected to 
be about 8 percent below the 
1948 level. 

The prediction that there will 
be a strong demand for most 
farm products in 1949 is based 
on an expected continuation of 
the present level of economic ac- 
tivity, which will be bolstered 
by substantial amounts of for- 
eign aid and a growing ate of 
Government expenditures for 
defense purposes. The forecast 
of the Department of Agricul- 


ture is that farm income in 1949 . 


is not likely to be less than 90 
percent of the 
31 billion dollars. This forecast 
assumes, of course, that war will 
not occur during the year. 
Foreign demand for farm pro- 
ducts is rather uncertain. Since 
few foreign countries have the 
dollar exchange to purchase 
these commodities, exports will 
depend, for the most part, upon 


year, some easing in shipments | 
of food grains would probably 
be offset by increased shipments 
of cotton and tobacco, and of 
feed grains to rebuild livestock 
numbers. 

In all probability, 1949 will be 
the last year in which farmers 
can grow an unlimited amount 
of cotton and be assured of a 
support price of 90 percent of 
ity. Many District growers will 
doubtless take advantage of this 
opportunity and, if weather con- 
ditions are favorable, it is quite 
likely that cotton acreage will 
exceed this year’s. Farmers who 
face a reduction of 22 percent 
of their peanut acreage, follow- 
ing the recent imposition of al- 
parity. Many district growers will 
verted from peanuts in cotton. 


In so doing. they would maintain 
their acreage in cash crops and

Though there will be seasonal 
variations and some change in 
the relationship of pork to beef 
prices, the general level of live- 
stock prices in 1949 is expected 
to be about as high-as in the 
current year. The outlook is for 
an increased production of pork 
but: reduced supplies of beef, 
veal-and lamb. Beef and cattle 
prices are expected, therefore, 
to' average above their usual 
relationship to pork and hog 
prices. 

For district farmers the com- 
ing year looks good but not 
quite as good as 1948. Under 
present price-support legislation, 
the prices of the district’s major 
cash crops will probably not de- 
cline greatly but since produc- 
tion costs are expected to be 
high, net income will be 
squeezed below that of the last 
few years. It should, however, 
still be high, compared to pre- 
war levels.

Skirts appear slimmer, though many measure just as full as 
last year. The answer is in new ways of cutting so, that the full- 
ness is invisibly controlled at the hipline and sides. There are deep, 
flat double folds in front and back which flow out into great width 
at the hem, as well alternating “in and out” sawtooth gores at the 
hipline. 

The newest silhouette is umbrella-shaped or mushroom-shaped, 
with a sharply flared little top above the moulded shaft of a dress 
below. This shaft-type dress is often tucked up into a peg top or 
peplum fold at the front, but clings to the body in back. Built-in 
capes have a way of mysteriously es as part of a dolman 
sleeve. 

Fabrics run the gamut from silk to wool, including rayon, light 


worsteds, shantung, cotton and lace, all with a crisp and starchy 
look, and the belated return of crepe de chine is something to 
reckon, though pleasantly, with. There are also tissue weight 
taffetas, failles, wools and bengalines, as well as organdies, plain 
or in Swiss embroideries or appliques, linens and linen-like textures. 

Sweet pinks, soft greens, a blue that is almost white, natural, 
cocoa and rose beige are top favorites in the color line. Navy blue 
is the unchallenged victor among the dark tones, with all blues, 
from frost to midnight, running close seconds. There is some 
orange, some oxford grey (combined with natural linen), a good 
deal of orange from pale to cantaloupe to deep cinnabar and 
“Halloween red.” 

Prints this year are among the “also rans,” being definitely in 
the minority, mostly small, compact and often tone-on-tone. Polka 
dots are rife and sometimes three different sizes are used together 
in one fabric. 

Unusual combinations, such as pique with lace, embroidered 
organdy with satin or taffeta, organza with mink, natural shan- 
tung with leopard crop out from time to time and relieve any 
slight feeling of monotony.

KETTLE— 
and then we added up the value 
of all the letters in the names of 
these four objects (using the table 
of letter values given for the Offi- 
cial Puzzle) and found the total 
was 467 points. Next, as you can 
see in the first diagram, we filled 
in these four names in the four 
shaded paths and then added 10 
extra letters which gave us 3 extra 
words: GLOOM...HARBOR... 
BUILD. These 10 extra letters 
which we had filled into the white 
squares had a total value of 181 
points, thus giving us a total score 
of 648 points when added to the 
letters we had filled into the shad- 
ed squares. 

We felt we could do better by a 
little further work, so with some 
thought we changed our 10 extra 
letters and got three different ex- 
tra words, as you can see in Dia- 
gram No. 2. We changed GLOOM 
to GLEAM, HARBOR to HUN- 
GER and BUILD to BULLY. We 
thus attained a total of 196 points 
for the 10 extra.letters we filled 
into the white spaces, giving our- 
selves a total score of 663. How- 
ever, as you can see in Diagram 
No. 3, by a little more thought 
and a few more changes we finally 
reached 677 points as our score 
for this puzzle. Of course these are 
only three possible solutions and 
perhaps we might have done even 
better by shuffling the four iden- 
tified names around into different 
shaded letter paths.
